A current article in ihe advertising magazine A,lavek is enli- 
tfed: "There's StUl One Niche Market Advertiser?! Ignore”., live glM 

of Ihe artide i£ due ihe advertising industry continue to violate 
sound business sense by shunning die gay and lesbian press. 

The article, which unfortunately ignored lesbian demo¬ 
graphics, Cited studies showing that gay males' average house¬ 
hold income i* J$5,4SQ compared to the national average of 
$j2 h M4. it stated tifci*c we drink more name brand alcohol, travel 
mure by air F charge more with credit cards and spend more on 
discretionary consumer goods than almost any other group. 

Yet, the article went on, *ln spate of a readership with 
healthy spending patterns and brand loyalty, gay publications 
have not had much Luck convincing Madison Avenue to see gays 
as a niche market"’ 

The author was nor shy in blaming homophobia as the rea¬ 
son why advertisers don't support the gay press. ^Wiat most 
advertisers are afraid to admit , F A4wetf? wrote, "b \ha I gay maga¬ 
zines are not exactly the environment with which they want to 
be associated.” Citing an estremc example—that the Tfojan com¬ 
pany refuses io advertise in magazines like OMlW y ee£ or ihe 
Advocate — Adu■'eek said [bat il's "particularly absurd that Ln (his 
age of 'condom, sense. 1 condom companies don't want to target 
gays." 

V$ not only absurd, it's extremely damaging ** well. The 
gay press in all its diversity is the glue that holds much of our 
community together. It provides ihe Space where issues arc 
raised and debated, organizations and people gain valuable 
exposure, ideas get communicated* nows gets disseminated, arts 
and creative endeavors get noted and reviewed. In a society that 
ignores or oppresses gay and lesbian acdvtda, the gay ptess is 
vital in shaping our lives. 

Yet without the support of mainstream advertisers* ihe gay 
press hangs by a precarious thread. The current threat to phone 
sex revenues underscores how vulnerable our publications are, 
how easily the presses could stop rolling. 

This is not the case with any Other significant minority press. 
Publications for Blacky women and others are 01 mined with 
ntaifi&lieam ads, despile (he fact that their demographic profiles 
are often Less afftueni than ours. 

Gays must realize that ihe products* services and. businesses 
that draw millions Of dollars from the gay and lesbian communi¬ 
ty each year have an obligation to recycle at least a tiny fraction 
of that money back into the community those businesses bencfli 
from. Pan of that should be in the Form of contributions to out 
causes;, pars should Surely lie advertisements in lire gay press* 
ads which would benefit the businesses as much as our commu¬ 
nity. If ihe situation is not remedied soon, we should begin to 
think of ways to flex Our economic muscle in way's that advertis¬ 
ers won't be able to ignore. V

PITTSBURGH—The diy counci] 
passed a gay rights ordinance here 
March 20 by a 6*2-1 vote. 

According in activists, the 
amendment Co the city code will 
protect Lesbians and gays from 
discrimination in employment, housing 
aftd public accommodation* 

Similsr law* are on the books in 
Philadelphia and Harrisburg and in 
more than 60 critics nationwide. 

The battle wa$ led by the 
Pittsburgh Fairness Campaign, which 
worked to unseat qppostion council 
members in the 3 9£&9 election after the 
council failed ID pass Che measure in 
1900 , 

The election ultimately saw the 
defeat of three of the bill's four 
opponents and the re-election of three 
of its four supporters. 

During the election campaign, the 
activist group CRY OUT! staged a 
series of demonstrations against 
council members and Mayor Sophie 
Masloff P who, they charged, had 
lobbied against the bill In dosed-door 
meetings while supporting it Ln public. 

As a result of the pressure, Masfo# 
finally signed an executive order a year 
^gp banning employment discrimination 
against gays Ln city jobs. She has 
promised EO sign the new ordinance as 

In the final month of this year's 
push, controversy swelled around 
council member Duane Datkins, who 
abstained from voting March 20. 

Dark Ins, who is Black, said he 
was unable to support the measure, 
because only one of the 70 gay-rigftts 
supporters who testified before the 
council was Black.

Strong Port Showings 

Although neither is a seasoned 
politician, both AchtcnbcTg and 
Migden have had some experience in 
Campaigning fqr public office. In 198®, 
Achienberg ran for the California State 
Assembly seat that had been vacated 
by Art Agnos when he became Mayor 
of San Francisco. Migden In 19®2 vied 
for a seat on the San Francisco 
Community College Board. Though 
they lost these races, both made strong 
showings. 

Migden’s credentials include the 
dinectorabips of two Bay Area [esbdan 
and gay social Service agencies; the 
Pacific Center In Berkeley and 
Operation Concern In San Francisco, 
she also holds leadership positions 
within the California Democratic Party 
and Is a member of the Democratic 
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National Committee. 

Kim Comm, who as publisher of 
the gay-oriented San Francisco Bay 
nm#$ is an experienced observer of 
California polities, credits Migden with 
having played an essential role in the 
political resurrection of former 
California governor Jerry Brown, Last- 
year Migden ran Brown's successful 
m Era-party campaign for the 
chairmanship of the state Democratic 
Party organization. 

But, Gotsaro said, Achienbecg has 
the advantage of greater name- 
recognition among San Francisco 
voters. Aduenbeig heradf pointed this

Conway also .tressed, however, that 
Rolison is a “strong believer* in the right 
to protest.

insensatcviiy shown by protesters" at St.

Th* Findings 

In their Lames article, CDC researchers said ^Kaposi's 
sarcoma in persons with AID® may be caused by an as-yet- 
unidcntLficd infectious agent transmitted mainly by sexual 
contact/ 


They tiled a* evidence the fact that gay men with AIDS 
get KS at a rate much higher than other individuals with 
AIDS—21 percent Of men versus five percent of IV drug 
user* and one percent of hemophiliac*. 

Secondly, since the advent of gay safe sci p KS has 

-declined among gay 

men, En che beginning 
of the AIDS epidemic, 
half of all gay PWas 
had KS, but now only 15 percent do. The CDC researchers 
bdieve safe sex ha* slowed transmission of the KS agent. 

A tiund piece of che puEle ^Stamen who acquired HIV from 
btyrmaJ men have KS at a rate fountimes higher than women 
who acquired HIV from straight men—further evidence, 
researchers say, that KS is infcrtfog men who have sex with men. 

Finally, KS afflicts only three percent of PWAs in 
Kansas, but percent gf PWAs in New 
York—evidence that the KS agent Is more prevalent 
Uy in specific geographic areas. 

in the meantime, the New York University 
Medical Center's Dr. Alvin Friedman-KIcn reported to 
ttfe Lancer that six of his gay ECS patients test HIV- 
negative with the most sophisticated procedures.

Gay father 
gains 
visitation 
rights 

The Iowa Supreme Court in late 
February ovenurned a tower court’s 


order that had restricted a gay father's 
right 10 visit his children id timrS when 
'no unrelated adutc* was present, in 
lifting ihe re^riction, the Court stated to 
ihe "unusual provision was obviously 
imposed on account of |the father's] 
homdseEua) lifestyle," 

In ruling to restrict so severely the 
visitation right* of Michael Walsh, the 
father in the case, the Iowa court hid 
obviously intended to keep blah's two 
children away from his ^y Lover, with 
whom he lives. The court's .ruling to 
deny Walsh ordinary, liberal vacation 
privileges came despite testimony by 
Walsh's ex-wife in which she had 
conceded to be was a good and tovipg 
father. 

In a Joint friend-of^he-coun; brief. 
Lambda legal Defense and Education 
Fund and the San Francisco-based 
National Center for Lesbian Rights: urged 
Ws Supreme Goun to max Wdsh like 
any ctor parent entiried under Iowa law 
to liberal visitation unless specific harm 
to the child ii proven, 

According to Evan Wolfson, a 
Lambda staff attorney who helped

CHICAGO—The office qf CHnSigp 
Qutf&ug. a monthly news magazine for 
the gay and lesbian community, was 
cleaned out by burglars early the 
morning of March 18, 

According to publisher Tracy Baim, 
the thieves nude off with Three 
Mldntoah confutes, a stretch screen for 
desktop fiu biidling, a laser printer, a. fax 
machine, a televism, a slerop and other 
electronic items. Oulliruzs was Insured 
and has begun replacing ibc cwmputm, 

The mosl significant loss was 
Enfamution stored on the hard-disks of 
the computes^—such as lists of bars and 
community organisations. advertising 
copy, graphics and Other material that 
a ppcans in each issue of the newspaper. 

Ihe hard-disks also cxnCiincd highly 
customised software pixigrims for both 
desktop publishing and buscnc^ record- 
keeping. At press Time, computer 
experts were rushing to rtcreatc the 
basic prognuns. Many business neowete 
and graphic creations, however, arc 
permanently losL 

The burglary Appeared to be the 
work of professional thieves who staged 
the break-m between 4sOO and 7;S> ™, 
accessing the newspaper's third-floor 
offices through a back stairwell- A 
crowbar was apparently used to pry 
through the office's havy metal door. 

There Is no Indication that the 
huiglary was motivated by either inti-gay 
prejudice or business rivalry. An 
expensive stat camera that is loo large to 
steal was not damaged, and important 
information stored in file cabinets was 
not disturbed,

TALLAHAS5E, Florida—lhe Florida 
Senate is conskfcring a bil] that would 
permit forced AIDS testing of any person 
who ''significantly exposes" polite, 
OTTer^m-cy or health workers lo bJbod or 
bodily fluids. The proposed legation, 
which was initiated by the Metro-Dade 
tGountyJ Po3ke Benevolent Association, 
is one of three bills currently before the 
Florida legislature That would authorize 
mandatory AIDS testing and endanger 
the privacy of some HIV-positive 
individuals. 

One of ihe other proposed 
measures would requite alleged sex 
offenders to be tested for HJV infection at 
the time they ate charged. The third 
proposal, which is backed by the Florida 
Sheriffs' Association, would require that 
the sate's Department of Cocreoions turn 
over data on prisoners who have tested 
HlV-posLiLve to sheriffs departments 
thjOTfihoul the scale. 

All three proposals an: being battled 
by (he Florida AIDS legal Defense and 
Education Fund, a lobbying group 
headquanefcd in Tallahassee. The fund's 
president* Jeff Peters, loW GarWfcvfe that 
any of the measures* if approved, would 
inflame AIDS hysteria and significantly 
set back (he progress made in recent 
year* toward protecting (be civil rights of 
I w-brifeaed Floridians. 

Peters believes, that the bill 
sponsored by the Sheriff' Association is 
a lightly disguised attempt to permii the 
quarantining of HIV-inferted inmates in 
Florida's correctionsL institutions.

By simple deduction, however, 
census officials will also be able to 
determine the number of same-sex 
couples Living together in committed 
relationships. 'Hie Census Bureau has 


wifl be published along with the statistics 
on heterosexual unmarried partner*. 

For those of us working in the 
lesbian and gay families arena, that 
information could prove vital co the 
success of ouf eflbru Ln the future, as 
Eegislaiive agendas are set, private 
industry initiatives launched, and social 
priorities determined. 

The counting of gay and Lesbian 
Couples is an issue that should be of 
particular Interest tq New Yorkers, 
where domestic partner ordinances- are 
being promoted in both the state 
legislature and the New York City 
Council- 

Thc Census Bureau has been 
roundly criticissed far its failure to alert 
affected groups that the question even 
exists, or h for that matter, what 
“unmarried pannef actually means. Ihe 
cm*us has defined “unmarried partner" 
as ihose who share a household "for 
mare personal f^tsoos." 

There has been no outreach effort, 
no community cducsiion, no discussion 
with lesbian and gay activists in 
particular, about how best to ensure 
That the question Is understood and 
answered accurately. 

The Census Bureau does not 
pCTcelve, or more likely does oct care* 


that for lesbian and gay couples, 
answering the survey honestly involves 
more than a simple check off. The issue 
of government intrusion and privacy is a 
crucial one for many lesbians and gay 
men; yet consts officials have made no 
effort to counter the fear and 
apprehension that could lead to a 
serious u ndercooni of same-sex-couples. 

Unknown to many gays and 
lesbians Is the fact that strict provisions 
are in place for protecting Census 
confidentiality. 

Tide 13 of the VS. Code prevents 
any agency, Including the Immigration 
and Natural ration Service, the Internal 
Revenue Service, the FBI, QA h courts, 
military and welfare agencies* from 
accessing Information about you. 

ftumois of a boycott have been 
disproven by action an the opposite 
direction. In Southern California, 
Count, - an ad hoc committee of 
gay/lesblan lCttvktt. has launched a 
massive outreach and education 
program. In Chicago,. IMPACT, the gay 
and lesbian political action committee, 
is promoting gay census participation. 
In San Francisco, State Representative 
Milton Marks has planned a press 
conference on gays in the census. 

From New York's landmark 
Br&scfoi decision To the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors' unanimous 
passage of domestic partner legislation, 
recognition and support of lesbian and 
gay relationships is growing. 

Some lesbian and gay activists 
have predicted that as few as ten 
percent of those couples affected by 
the “unmarried partner" question will 
respond honestly. But, a recent poll 
conducted by the W&sfoingfon 
found that of [fit couples responding, 
75 percent said they would answer the 
question truthfully. 

Granted, the survey was 


stated the Same-sen couples information 
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conducted in a major metropolitan 
m with a long history Of gay activism 
and visibility. Similar results may not 
emerge from some small town or 
hamlet. Then again, they might. One 
staffer here at the National Gay and 
lesbian Ta.sk Force, just back from a 
conference iti Wichita, reports the 
census question was the hot topic 
among gay and lesbian Kansans. 

Will there be an undercounC of 
gay and Lesbian couples? Probably, 
just as there is with every other 
minority constituency in the United 
States. And there is stiii no way for 
single lesbians and gay men to stand 
up and be courted But should that 
stop us from being visible, from 
having our loving unions insti¬ 
tutionally recognized and codified? I 
don't think so. 

Our job, once the census is 
completed, is to make sure the bureau 
is prepared to adjust its statistics to 
compensate for undercounting. We 
also must beat back any attempts by 
Sen. Jesse Helms, qi Hep- ^illism 
Dannemeycr to instruct I he Census 
Bureau not to tabulate same-sex data. 

Our responsibility now is to 
provide For our community what 
Census Bureau officials did 
not—btfbrmaiion and education. Our 
community must be persuaded to put 
aside the fear of being exposed and 
answer die census honesty. W? have 
nothing to lose by being truthful. 

The struggle to have our 
relationships and our families 
recognized and protected will assume 
much greater urgency in the decade TO 
come. Accurate statistics gathered 
from the 1990 census could provide us 
With a small but important weapon Dp 
help wage that struggle. 

Whether we choose to answer or 
not, we will be living with the results of 
the oensus for ten years. If we choose 
to deliberaTCty absent ourselves from 
this process* if we elect to ‘disappear* 
what advantage do we gain? 

We believe—given the choice 
between visibility and obscurity, 
between the "lavender question" and 
the closet—the choice for gay and 
lesbian equality and recognition Is

Chemotherapy and AIDS 


by Gene Fedorko 

Kwk iecu raing nightmare we have 
at HEAL (Health, Education 
AIDS Liaison) is [hat the 
mf Wtwar again*! AIDS in the 
United Stales- is going to resemble, in 
the end, the model of the war against 
cancer. That is, after years and years of 
research and billions and billions of 
dollars spent on research, scientists arc 
going to present ui with a chemothera¬ 
peutic “solution* to the AIDS problem, 
and whip up ihcir public relations sup¬ 
port Systems to cajole us into think that 
something significant is really being 
done about AIDS. 

Chemotherapy in the cancer arena 
is sadly ineffective. In Scientific Ameit* 
can (Nov. 19&S), John Cairns, profes¬ 
sor of microbiology, School of Public 
Health, Harvard University, states, The 
National Cancer Institute estimates that 
there are more than 200,000 patients in 
the U,Sr each year receiving 
chemotherapy.. .For a dangerous and 
technologically exacting form of ucai- 
ment* these are dangerous figures. The 
number of people who are being 
cured can hardly amount to more than 
a Few percent of (hose who are treat¬ 
ed. Whether any of the common can¬ 
cers can be cured by chemotherapy 
has yet to be established/ (Keep in 
mind that “cure" is defined in govern¬ 
ment research statistics as anyone who 
has survived for up to five years after 
chemotherapy. In other words, if a 
person receives chemotherapy and 
dies after five years and one day, that 
person is still kept in the statistical data 
as one who was “cured-") Professor 
Cairns continues, “All told, adjuvant 
treatment now avert a few thousand 
(two or three percent) deaths." 

In a paper published in (lie New 
England Journal of Medicine (May ft, 
19Sd) a entitled “Progress Against Can-

cer/John C Bailor ni {also a professor 
at Harvaftl School of Public Health, 
and former editor of the Journal of the 
National Cancer institute) and Elaine 
M. Smith write, “The main conclusion 
we draw is Thai after 35 years, the in¬ 
tense efforts ic improving treatments 
(for cancer] must be judged a qualified 
failure... We arc losing the war against 
cancer." 

True,, there are some remissions, 
and lives are extended in some cases. 
But quality of life issues must be ad* 
dressed- Some patients who have re¬ 
ceived chemotherapy arc severely de- 
bititated hy ihc experience and a great 
many of them die from LatrcmgenJe 
causes (doctor- Or medicine-induced 
death or disease), rather than from the 
cancer itself. But for all the bill ions 
spent, and all the hfype we bear about 
cures (after the statistics are adjusted EO 
their five-year Limit, and significancly, 
Lung cancer statistics are not mixed in 
with other forms of cancer statistics, 
they are isolated from Overall Cure 
data),, the war a^Jnst cancer has been 
a pretty dismal one, in terms of any 
great victories and/or cure ratios. 

More ihan idle speculation, this in¬ 
deed is the developing direction of 
AJD5 research. For example, more than 
70 percent of PWAs in frileraJly^dmin- 
islcred clinical trials are receiving AZT. 
And although now, after intense pres¬ 
sure from the AIDS activist movement 
these programs are broadening slightly 
to include a few other drugs such as 
ddl and dd4 h these drugs, Like A2T r are 
toxic chemotherapeutic anti-HIV 
agents. By no coincidence, these drugs 
are also highly profitable and produced 
by very powerful pharmaceutical cor¬ 
porations. 

Te cannot accept this kind of fail¬ 
ure in the battle against AIDS. We can¬ 
not accepf a situation as being a solu¬ 
tion where only two- or three percents 
of deaths are averted. Wc cannot'ac¬ 
cept a situation whereby medical and 
governmental orthodoxy dictate to us 
what few toxic therapies are available, 
robbing; us of patient empowerment 


and freedom of choice, Wc must press 
for more emphasis on Less toxic treat¬ 
ments. 'there is a bias against less toxic 
treatments in orthodox research circles. 
0 will explore this bias ai length in a 
Future column.) 

Other similarities abound in the 
war against cancer and the war against 
AJDS. For one thing, a lot of the cast of 
characters is the same: Dr. Samuel 
Droder, Myron Essex, Pere Mansell, 
William Haseltine* Robert Gallo, to 
name but a few. Score* of others from 
private and government research cen¬ 
ters have crossed over into the AIDS 
research arena, which is a gravy train 
of grants and fending. 

Philosophically, there Is a magic- 
bullet approach to the war against 
AIDS. The focus of the AIDS Clinical 
Trial Groups (ACTGsj under the direc¬ 
tion of Dr. Anthony Faud of the Na¬ 
tional Institute of Allergy and Infec¬ 
tious Diseases (NIAID) Ln Washington 
D.C. is that HIV causes AJD5 h and most 
research to date on treatment for HIV 
has focused on toxic nucleoside ana¬ 
logues Oand-HIV drugs), such as AZT, 
ddl and ddt 

This research has been painfully 
slow, and may even be flawed because 
of the database center's Inability to ad¬ 
equately process or Interpret all the 
dara collected. As lany Kramer, co- 
founder of ACT UP said, “There is a 
good chance that everything NIAID 
and the ACTGs have told us about all 
the treatments they are shoving imo 
our bodies may be based on useless or 
flawed data;. This means (here is a 
good chance that after nine years of an 
epidemic* they know absolutely xilch 
about anything. (After all the billions 
of dollars the ACTG system has cost, 
all we have Is a little news about 
AZT.)-* 

At conferences I have been to 
with AIDS educator doctors are talk¬ 
ing about pharmaceutical “cocktails,* 
whereby people with AIDS are treated 
with two or three toxic chemothera¬ 
peutic agents, such as AZT and ddl. Ar

If that is 
indeed the case, we 
have two questions for

Melendez?, and 2) are 
we supposed to believe 
that the Times has a gen¬ 
eral policy of misreport- 
ing facts on the basis of 
the wishes of people in¬ 
volved with a given 
story? We doubt it. Af a 
minimum, this notion is 
a major breach of (our- 
nalistic integrity. The implications for 
general coverage of the gay and les¬ 
bian community are Sickening. 

WeVc seen similar misreporting 
before from the Times, and recently at 
that, just last month, when reporting

"Holy bleep! This sketch I bought off 
Keith for (he price of a tube of 
Whoopee Lube—it must be worth a 
bleeping fortune / To make the transi¬ 
tion from pot shots ai a dead man to 
buying subscriptions, the ad states chat 


died a violent death.

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About a mo nth ago, a bunch of us edi¬ 
tors were sitting around talking—as wt 
painfully do even, Monday in an attempt to 
come up with story ideas. You know. Typi¬ 
cal editor stuff. 

We began a particular discussion; Push¬ 
ing hack labels—feminism, separatism, 
activism, sexism, cl ass ism, racism—we 
attempted to peer beneath and uncover 
where lesbians arc in 199®— not necessarily 
in a strictly political sense, but where they 
are emotionally, sexually, personally. 

As with most things, this exchange unfor¬ 
tunately led to still more labels. At a maga¬ 
zine. where Cover lines, I lead lines, subheads, 
photo captions and pull quotes are 
paramount, that is bound to happen. Some¬ 
one randomly came up with the term “Mod¬ 
ern lesbian" as a working title. Hm then it 
stuck—simply because the live contributors 
whom we assigned to write on the subject 
look to the term itself, either by embracing it 
or by attacking it. 

In ller piece, “Sister in brother; Women of 
Color on Coming together with Men," Mva 
Yaa Asautewua points out that "a piece on ‘Ihe 


Modern lesbian' struck a nerve in most of the 
sisters 1 interviewed..,.‘It's typical that |a maul 
would lie interested in these things/ a young. 
African-American lesbian told me." I ft should 
be pointed out dial the fJmifh’it hoard of edi¬ 
tors— which decided upon this topic—is 
made up of men and women.) Madam X. in 
"Her Royal Nypeness," initiates an ail out 
assault on “the Modern lesbian," or rather, 
tile use of the term as a stereotyping lac lie, 
declaring, "1 refuse to Jit into a new category'" 
(although some label mongers might argue 
thal this kind of individualism is, in itself, a 
quality of die “Modern l esbian' ). 

‘"Wandering Through litrland" is Maria 
Maggemi s personal journey, grappling with 
feminism, AIDS activism and working with 
gay men, and the resulting conflicts that 
arise. Patsy Lynch, in “Lesbian Ladies/' visits 
a support group for femme lesbians in 
Washington l).C., one of many which have 
lately sprung up across the country.

upon Deep Dish TV, the first national 
public access satellite ixlworfc, arid what 
yot/re seting is typical Deep Dish Fare. 

- Jt B j media for social change/ 
explains Lorna Johnson, Deep DLsh 
TVs Program Coordinator; and one of 
only two paid staff members at ihe 
network, ^Fe really hope lo use our 
programs lo do something about 
these issues." The issues she's talking 
about range from AIDS to apartheid, 
from housing to homophobia, from 
reproductive rights to racism. 

What makes Deep Dish unique is 
its structure. Independent video 
works on Specific issues are solicited 
from around the country and then 
programmed into a 16-week season 
Deep Dish then buys satellite time 
and beams the programs io cable 
companies. These companies, in lnm ? 
tape the shows to be shown on local 
public access station*—channels set 
askk for community efforts. It's a rel¬ 
atively inexpensive way for alternative 
media to reach large audiences. 

The disadvantage of this strategy 
is that stations arerrt paying for the 
programs, so there arc no guarantees 
that they wdl get shown. "H/q ask them 
lo program one hour a week in 
sequence, but they can program them 
however they want lo," Johnson ebbo- 


*i 



rales. *it r s really at ihe discretion of the 
program coordinator at that particular 
station/ In order to insure belter 
scheduling, Johnson, with the hdp of 
volunteers, does extensive outreach, 
fostering contacts across the VS.^ net¬ 
working, in the tme sense of the word. 
The biggest stumbling block is often 
the cable companies. Access stations 
who don’t have iheir own satellite 
dishes are at the mercy of the larger 
cable stations, who control which pn> 
grams gel ^downlinked.* 

Only once has this dynamic proved 
to be a problem and, urlfofturtaijdyj but 
not surprisingly, the issue was homo¬ 
phobia. According to Catherine 
SaalftckJ, an independent video produc¬ 
er who works with ihe Paper Tiger 
Ctillcctive and DI\A IV, the radical gay 
content of John Qrey*ori$ videotape 
Angry InMaltom, Defiant Siratifies 
"fteaked ouf (he cable companies, and 
many didn't show ix. They used the con¬ 
venient excuse iliac ifiey never taped, it 
during its satellite transmission. 

Because Deep Dish is basically 
powerless in such situations, Saalfield is 
working with Johnson and others [rj do 
more local outreach to communities.

He 
deserts his roommaie when Dirk gees 
PL He ignores the lesion under his 
arm, To Moneite's credit. Sonny 
doesn't come across as a vacuous one- 
dimensional stereotype. 

Dell is overcome with anger. He 
turns into an urban terrorist, phoning 
In bomb threats so Mother Evangeline's 
church, telling the Department of Water 
and Power that he had poisoned the 
water supply with conmiinated blood. 
His extreme activism pushes hfan over 
the edge into melodramatic tragedy. 

Steven Shaw is at the center of 


Ihe novel. Sonny crashes at his house; 
Dell hides out from the law there. 
Steven meets Mark Inman, a hard- 
boiled Hollywood executive as distant 
from his fedings as Alpha Cemauct 
Its the age-o^d subplot; fag meets lag; 
fag loses fag; fag gets fag. 

Afterlife is a very gay book, 
chock full of vivld p explicit sex. 
Monene couches on many facets of 
life in lhe era of AIDS: the hysteria of 
finding a bruise and fearing is could 
be KS; the camaraderie of a diverse 
HIV support group; the difficulties of 
Thanksgiving dinners for extended 
gay families; religious fanatics; and a 
horrible death From AIDS. The coy 
bitchy humor works for me, as in this 
scene from a support group meeting:

Trinidad was chosen 
by San Francisco Poesy Center direc¬ 
tor Robert Gluck to read with fellow 
New York poet Ken ward Elm$Ue at the 
San Francisco Arts Commission 
Gallery. The Poetry Center readings 
: are considered the most prestigious in 
ihe Bay Area by many writers. 

Other writer like New York poet 
and performer Eileen My[« a fit the 
"OUT write* conference Into a larger 
'West coast performance tour. Myles* 
whose Leaving New Konfr was per¬ 
formed at New Laogton Arts, an 5,F. 
alternative arts space, was heading 
down to Lee Angeles after the confer¬ 
ence to do her show at Beyond 
Baroque literary/Arts Gender in \feniee. 


Readings were taking plate all 
around the Bay Area in the days sur¬ 
rounding the weekend conference, 
Those done by New York Writers 
proved to be the biggs** draw.

FACT, many of the conferenced writ¬ 
ers; might never have made Lr to San 
Francisco. 

IMPACT, organised by City Lights 
editor Amy beholder and Tm$t writer 
Dorothy Allison, cook place on the 
Friday night before the conference at 
the Victoria Theater in the Mission 
district The SGQ-sest cheater was filled 
to capacity for the conference's unof¬ 
ficial opening event. 

Comprised of readings by Allison, 
Chrystos, Jewelle Corner Marilyn 
Hacker, Cherrie Malaga, Hlecn Myles, 
Minnie Bruce Pratt, Sarah Schulman 
and Kitty 'frui, IMPACT started off the 
conference with a sense of unity arid 
pride which prevailed throughout most 
□£ the weekend's plenaries, work¬ 
shops, reading? and paries. 

The outstanding readings at the 
IMPACT benefit were, for the most 
part, from the East Coast writers. New 
York poet jewdle Gomea* whose last 
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whal will undoubtedly became the even! of choice far gay 
and lesbian writers everywhere, 

ft is nq coincidence that a decade that has seen the out¬ 
growth af numerous gay and lesbian ■institutions" (the 
Lambda literary Awards, gay and lesbian studies centers, the 
Publishing Triangle and a handful of vital and Rowing publi- 
cations to name a few) should culminate with such a mas* 
sivr ? powerful and, ultimately* enormously stratified meeting 
qf peoples- "OUT write/ sponsored by the OUT/LGOK 
Foundation aka the OUJ7LOOK Qfwrtprfy, did Me to solve, 
solidify dt arrange the many Issues facing our community of 
gay and lesbian writers, yet it allowed for an invaluable 
assemblage of opinions and agendas. In a time when persis¬ 
tent and real threats continue against our writers and institu¬ 
tions, whether these threats are born in the sweaty palms of 
the Helms/NEA art police or in ihc not-yet enlightened 
recesses of our own communities" mclsm* sexism, dassism 
and idiocy, k cannot but hdp to have a moment for collec¬ 
tive revaluation and rechaiging.

Charles Pierce and the Legendary 
Ladies of Hollywood 


Pierce does, however, split lin¬ 
guistic hairs, be they human or acrylic, 
when attempting to label and separate 
his unique brand of performance. He 
does not consider himself a drag 
queen not a female impersonator. Fe¬ 
male ini press i on or star Impression¬ 
ist are his phrases of choke. He ex¬ 
plained to the New York Post, “You 
c m call me an impersonator, an Im¬ 
pression 1st, a mimic or a comic In a 
dress. But not a drag queori A drag 
queen is someone who chesses up 
and goes to a ball. I am an entertain¬ 
er." Further teasing the issue with An¬ 
thony Slide, Temale impersonator or 
Femme Imp, if you peeler, do me ap¬ 
plies co those men who dress up in 
gown^ makeup and wigs m their L fo- 
male persona' rather than impersonat¬ 
ing a celebrity/ Fierce also distin¬ 
guishes his work from the phoco- 
realistic impersonations of Jim Bailey's 
Judy {garland or Jimmy James’ Pdarilyn 
Monroe. Pierce always cuts through 
his impressions allowing the audience 
to dearly see him underneath. His 
Eleanor Roosevelt tosses off a one-linr 
er the lady hmelf would never have 
said "Franklin, if you can have a mis¬ 
tress, so can 1/ 

Re^rdlcss of what you call at or 
how you perceive it, make no mistake 
that Fierce has been high heeling It 
for quite some time. John F. Karr of 
the Bay Area Reporter writes chat in 
the years since Fierce began perform¬ 
ing “Tve had time to finish high 
school, college and several careers, 
loose my hair, lose a decade, and 
look up to find a whole crowd of 
fresh young pups Just finishing col¬ 
lege, just loosing their hair, and just 


begging to take my fob.* 

Pierce's nightclub and cabaret 
career began in 1954. 'While an actor 
at the Passadena Playhouse, he was 
impressed by several ntghi dub acts. 
The young Pierce was so over¬ 
whelmed by the work of Arthur Blake 
that he wrote him a lengthy mono¬ 
logue entitled Tie Return of NOrma 
Desmond. In the piece. Pierce ha* 
Desmond sent to prison and utter the 
line, "My prison suit was designed by 
Edith Head, my ball and chain by 
Cartier/ His aplomb for the one-liner 
was surfacing. Though Blake liked 
the work, he felt it too long to be 
incorporated into his show. Pierce 
struck out on his own with it a^d met 
with success. 

The next five years found Fierce 
performing in Miami Beach. Ac the 
time, crossdresslng was Illegal In 
Florida. Pierce was undaunted. 
Wfxklng in basic pantomime black, be 
employed a bos of props to suggest 
his characters. In IFdJ he began io 
work in a complete drag and his act 
CfyS&llized into the farm seen today. 

Nearly 40 years later. Fierce's 
resume is longer chan any feather 
boa. His act has been seen thoughout 
the Doited States at such venues as 
Carnegie Hall, Davies Symphony Hall 
and San Diego's Symphony Hall. In 
1976 he appeared at London r s 
Fortune Theatre. On television he has 
guest starred on Designing Women, 
Invent* and Shirley, fame and innu¬ 
merable talk shows, HiS 1982 perfor¬ 
mance at the Dorothy Chandler Musk 
Center was broadcast cm the Playboy 
Channel. He even boasts a Line of 
greeting cards prominently featuring

■ n Reviews of his Ofie-(wo]man 
show recurrently read like 
doctoral dissertations. "The reviewers 
see something an stage that i don’t 
sce..rthey read things into whai they 
see, more than they are/ The 
scholartainment critical approach 
spring* from Pierce 1 * costuming 
choice and the critics 1 need io inteJlcc- 
iuiJtae such display. They arc blinded 
by the sequin’s glare. 

Writing in flays and Flayers, 
Charles Marowitz posits an explana¬ 
tion, "The spectacle of a man behaving 
like a woman far the amusement of a 
largely male audience Indulging male 
adorations of female personalities Is an 
enigma that goes beyond the hoop- 
and-haw of ordinary drama criticism/ 
The hooping and hawing ciitics have 
scmiotidMd and decoded Pierce's per¬ 
formance with such impenetrable lines 
as *Pierces K s performance is precisely 
about subtexts—about the sources and 
processes of disguised sexuality. 1 " 

Yet Charles Pierce does not sub¬ 
scribe to Charles Peirce. Charles 
Pierce never skirts the main text of 
what It is that he does B "I am a stand- ; 
up comic in a dress with my jokes 
and doing my ladies/ Pierce's notions 
are more La Cagean. "J Am What I 
Am/ than Lacan Ian. Pierce deftly 
pierces Pierce and Peirce. 
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song by Billy Barnes into his act enti¬ 
tled Doin'tbe Bftte Dav& 

As Pierce explains irt, he as Beue 
sings the song captaining how it is 
that she is to be done. 'You've gotta 
smoke tike Bette. You've gonu walk 
like Bette. You've gotta talk like 
Bene. You've gotta act like Bctte- 
You’ve gotta twitch like Bette, You've 
gotta cry like Bette.' After each 
instructive phrase a demonstration is 
provided bolstering the edificalory 
nature of the sot>g. The number has 
proved a show stopper in San 
Francisco and promises as much 


his characters. Most recently he 
appeared as Bertha Van hat ion in the 
film version of Toncb Song TYUogy. 

Fierce has been graciously abdi¬ 
cating From the stage since 19S2. "Oh 
tell met There was the first farewell, 
the second farewell,, and a third 
Farewell and finally a retirement." He 
had hoped that after the release of 
Torch Song, movie and T.V, offers 
would cease his Sarah Bernhardt* 
esque string of goodbyes. Such has 
not been the case- “1 thought maybe 
lit just sif back tk?w and won't pack a 
suitcase, won't do Bette Davis and 
just sec what would hap¬ 
pen with a movie or TV.
